NEW ORLEANS, Feb. 20.—After holding 
half a hundred bluecoats at bay several 


hours, during which a number of shots 


were exchanged, Lafayette Simms, a des- 
perate negro, was killed by the police early 
today in a negro boarding house, situated 
on South Rampart street. 

The room in which he was besieged had 


to be set on fire and the fire department 
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called out before Simms could be driven 
from his post. As he attempted to escape, 
Still carrying his gun, he was shot down. 
The origin of the trouble was trivial. 
Simms occupied a room in the boarding 
house in which there were seven beds. On 
retiring last night he locked the door, and 
when the landlord, early this morning 
asked him to open it so that another lodger 
might beadmitted, Simms refused. Then 


the landlord sent for the police. 
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Efforts to persuade Simms to open the 
door failed, and a hole was smashed in it. 
Through the aperture Simms shot a pistol 
out of one hand and a lantern out of the 
other of Officer Winstein, who tried to 
enter.

A few 
hours later the message was returned by 
the tele craph authorities, with a statement 
from the New York office that no one of 
Yerger’s name or description could be 
found at the address given. 

The letter arrived in St. Louis just a 
week ago. Since then there have been no 
further messages from Yerger. The mother 
is uneble to communicate with him. She 
does not know whether her child is living 
or dead. She can only wait in distraction 
and fear that is almost maddening, for 
word of her child from the man who has 
separated her from him in violation of her 
law's decree. 

Whether Yerger learned of his former 
wife’s marriage to Cleland, which she had 
hoped to keep from him until her son was 
recovered, and sought to wring her heart 
with misery by teliing her the child was 
about to die, or the illness is real, in either 
event her honeymoon happiness has n 
destroyed.

THE DECREE OF THE INDEPENDENCE 
COURT WAS STRICT AND SWEEPING 


INDEPENDENCE, Mo., Feb. 20.—By the decree of divorce granted Helen Ter- 
ger, September 25, 1890, the custody of the child was awarded Helen A. Yerger. 
October 21 there was a modification of that decree, allowing the husband to have 
the custody of the child from 10 o'clock in the forenoon of alternate Saturdays 
until Sunday afternoon at 5 o'clock, provided the plaintiff in writing not later 
than 9 o'clock in the forenoon of any such Saturday notify defendant of his de- 


At 5 o'clock of the Sunday following the child was to be returned to the hotel. 

The decree provided for a maintenance of $10 a month for the child until it 
becomes 21 years of age. The decree set out that if Yerger failed to comply all 
his rights were to cease. The plaintiff and defendant, and their agents and at- 
torneys, employes and servants were restrained from taking, assisting or permit- 
ting the child to be taken from St. Louis without special permission granted by a 
court. The court aleo restrained all parties concerned from concealing or assist- 
ing in the concealing of the child in the city or county of St. Louis.

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Highwaymen, with revolvers leveled at 
Mrs. Charles Eckerle in the Merchants’ 
Hotel barroom, Twelfth and Olive s:reets, 
at 1:30 o'clock Friday morning, could not 
prevent her from summoning the police. 

The robbers commanded her to be still 
and threatened to shoot her if she 
screamed, Nevertheless, she ran from the 
saloon calling for help at the top of her 
voice, and this was instrumental in the 
capture of one of the highwaymen, Gus 
Holland. 

Holland is a bootblack 19 years of age, 
who repaid the kind treatment of Eckerle 
by robbing him. 

Charles Exckerle was preparing to close 
up Thufsday evening and was putting some 
money in a box under the counter for his 
burtender, when Mrs. Dekerle and her 
friend, Miss Webster, came into the saloon. 
They had been to the theater. 

Mrs. Eckerle, who had been taking les- 
sone ir. manipulating the cash register went 
around behind the bar to show how deftly 
sho could handle the machine. Miss Webs- 
ter retired to a back room. 

Gus Holcomb and a young man W years 
of age, who he said was his brother, were 
in the saloon, and were watching Dekerle 
putting his money away. 

When Eckerle bent over Gus Holcomb 
struck him with a Lilly, and simultaneously 
the young man hit Eckerle with a revolver. 

Mrs. Eckerie turned around in time to 
see her husband fall bleeding to the floor, 
and she screamed. 

The man who had the revolver pushed the 
weapon in front of her face and commanded 
her to desist. She paused for a moment, 
and Gus Holcomb also drew a revolver and 
pointed it at her. „ 

“If you move or make a noise you'll die!” 
he said, and his companion confirmed his 
threat. 

Undaunted, plucky Mrs. Pckerle ran 
through the back door, where she met 
Miss Webster, and they ran from the sa- 
loon to the street, calling with all their 
might for aid.

struction of the Clifton House at Cedar 
lo, Which Was Filled With Transient 
Asleep in Their Rooms. 
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The Fire Began Shortly After Midn | 
Few Minutes the Building Was in Ruins, Bury- 
ing Many of the Charred Bodies of the 


CEDAR RAPIDS, Io., Feb. 20.—Ten lives, 
according to the best information obtain- 
able, were lost in a fire which this morn- 
ing destroyed the Clifton Hotel in this city, 
and perhaps 40 persons were injured. 

The fire started at 2:30 o'clock, and at 10 
o'clock the smoldering debris furnished so 
flerce a heat that search for bodies was 
impossible. The list of the dead may prove 
larger than the number given, but it is 
hoped that the information which accounts 
for all but this number is correct. 

Two persons were fatally injured, and 
others may die. . 

The hotel register was burned and this 
makes it difficult to give the names of the 
victims. 

The hotel, a three-story brick veneer 
structure, is said to have been à veritable 
fire-trap. The flames started in a pile of 
rubbish in the basement, presumably ig- 
nited by defective electric Mght wires. 
The night clerk was on the third floor 
when the cry of fire, raised by a bellboy, 
startled him. He took up the cry and 
in an instant the hallways were choked 
with frightened guests. A rush was made 
for the stairways. It was then tha“ the 
crowd already collected on the @ eet 
heard heartrending cries of anguish and 
desperation, for the fire, feeding ravenous- 
ly on the tinder-like material and the lower 
floor, had completely shut off escape. 


Agonized Faces 
at the Windows. 
There followed a stampede for the win- 


street below was now filled and there was 
a crowd scarcely less frantic than the 
despairing ones in the fast burning buflld- 
ing. 
“It was like a Dore picture, sprung to 
life,” eaid one spectator, in describing the 
acene. The flames, looking blood-red from 
reflection against the snow, lit up the pale, 
drawn faces of people in the windows 
with a glow that was unearthly.” 

The victims were literally driven by the 
flames to jump. Nearly every one of them 
lingered to the last moment, urged by the 
people below to wait as icng as possible in 
the hope of assistance. Then a cry would 
tell that the fire had reached them, or 
the smoke had made tt impossible to 
breathe, and one after another jumped, 
some to the street, and some, more fortu- 
nate, to the roofs of buildings adjoining. 

In a short space of time the street was 
filled with men and women, bruised, bat- 
tered. broken-limbed and half-crazed. All 


In an hour St. Luke's Hospital contained 
15 injured, while many more, chiefly those 
who had escaped with comparatively slight 
hurts, were being cared for in buildings 
near the scene of the tragedy. 


Falls Broken by 
Telegraph Wires. 

Some who jumped owe their lives to the 
fact that ther falls were broken by tele- 
graph wires which interposed in their 
downwar®é flight. A number of the guests 
who were able to converse calmly, follow- 
ing their escape, declared that they had 
atumbled over prostrate bodies as they 
rushed to the windows. The flames Uter- 
ally were chasing them, and the smoke 
made it almost impossible to breathe. 

The proprietor of the hotel placed his 
estimate of the number of peop’e in the 
bullding at between 79 and 9. Many of 
them were delegates to the state convention 
of the Young Men's Christian Association, 
which began here yesterday. 

Those who were first to escape, where 
they were not too serious'y injured, stood 
for some time barefooted in the snow, 
chained to the spot and rendered uncon- 
ecious of the cold by the horror of the 
scene. Many of them had to be led away.

“Christmas Presents“ From 
Women Thieves. 


STRAW BONDSMEN SEE 
THEIR JOBS IN DANGER 


Many Witnesses Called to 
Tell of Methods Whereby 
Certain Criminals Always 
Escape Punishment, 


The grandjury at 2:30 o'clock Friday af- 
ternoon resumed inquiry into the alleged 
laxity of the police regarding the punish- 
ment to certain women thieves. ‘‘Ekasy 
money,.“ as petty bribes are designated in 
Four Courts parlance, is to be cut off. 

Although it is definitely: known that 
panel games’’ flourish in this city and have 
been operated for years, only one person 
has ever been sent to the penitentiary con- 
victed of the crime. 

The grandjury proposes ta probe this 
matter and others akin to it, to the 
bottom, no matter how many persons it 
involves.

patrolmen who nave furnished protec- 
tion to dissolute women in the most no- 
torious resorts. 

Testimony has been given that certain 
patrolmen received Christmas presents 
from women offenders for protection. 

It is recalled that Nina Kelly, who was 
recently exiled by the police. once Kep. a 
house where the police, after many rob- 
beries had occurred there, were compelled 
by public sentiment to station an otic 
at the door of the place to warn victims of 
the dangerous charac.er of the place. 

It ie sad places have flourished in the 
last year which are just as bad. 

In order to get to the facts in the case 
the grandjury has had detectives bring in 
such witnesses as Ella Silk, May Arnold, 
May Harrington and a number of othe: 
women who have been frequently arrested. 
The grandjury intends to find means to 
make them tell the truth regarding the 
protection“ that has been furnished them 
by certain policemen. 

These women were before the grandjury 
again Friday. Their first appearance be- 
fore that body was Thursday afternoon. 

It is said they have given the grandjury 
clews which will open a wide field of in- 
quiry, and that the truth is bound to come 
out 
No estimate has been made on the num- 
ber of patrolmen who are believed to be 
involved in grafting, but it is bruited about 
that their numbers are legion. 

It is proposed to ascertain the processes 
of liberating prisoners on bonds. Straw 
bondsmen and officials accepting them ‘will 
be investigated. 

News that the prepay is inquiring into 
the alleged grafting methods of the police 
has caused dismay among certain cliques 
of policemen, but they hope to escape, as 
they have always done before. 

This grandjury, however, announces that 
nothing will allowed to dissuade it from 
— the policemen guilty of graft-

ROME, Feb. 20.— It seems impossible 
that it is 26 years since I have been there.“ 
was Pope Leo's exclamation, as he looked 
from a window of his apartments this 
morning into the sunlit piazza of St. Pe- 
ter's. 

This was the pontiff’s only reference to 
his long term of self-imposed imprison- 
ment in the vatican, aquring which he has 
never gone beyond the palace grounds and 
St. Peter's, which is supposed to be part 
of the vatican. 

“What a glorious morning for the jubi- 
lee of my pontificate,’’ the pope added, as 
he proceeded with evident pleasure to pe- 
ruse the almost innumerable telegrams, 
letters and addresses of congratulations 
which have reached the vatican from all 
parts of the world. 

The pope completed the functions of his 
jubilee without undue fatigue. Upon re- 
turning to his apartments he exclaimed. 
„This is really the happiest day of my 
Ute. 

The hall of beautification, above the porti- 
co of St. Peter's. where the pontiff held 
his jubilee reception, presented a brilliant 
ecene. It was beautifully hung with an- 
tique brocades and illuminated by thou- 
sands of electric lights and wax candles. 
The boxes lining the long, narrow hall were 
filled to their capacity with members of the 
Roman aristocracy, diplomats, women with 
black veils. men in evening dress and 
monks and sisters in varing garb. Here and 
there groupe of papal guards in bright 
uniforms lent color to the whole. Notable 
among the diplomats was Count Almodo- 
var, head of the special mission sent to rep- 
resent the King of Spain at the jubilee.

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The United States Is the Fore- 
most Nation in the Marts 
of the World. 

NEW DEPARTMENT 
WAS PRESSING NEED 


Treasury Figures Show That the In- 
ternational Commerce of the 
United States Amounts to 
$20,000,000,000 Each 
Year. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.—The new de- 
partment of commerce will have the dis- 
tinction of dealing with the largest com- 
mercial interests of the world. In domestic 
exports, in manufactures, in transporta- 
tion and in internal commerce the United 
States is at the head of the world’s list of 
nations. Some figures just compiled by 
the treasury bureau cf statistics, which by 
the new law becomes a part of the depart- 
ment of commerce, estimate the internai 
commerce of the country at $20,000, 

a sum equal to the entire international 
commerce of the world. 

In arriving at this estimate of $20,000,000 
for the internal commerce of the United 
States the bureau of statistics includes 
only one transaction in each article pro- 
duced, while, in fact, a very large number 
of the articles produced pass through the 
hands of several middlemen between those 
of the producer and those of the consumer. 
The estimate is based * n the figures of 
the census, which put the total value of 
manufactures in 1900 at $18 * u those 
of agriculture at nearly and 
those of minerals at about 11000 060,000 


It Foots Up 
$20,000,000,000. 

Adding to these the products of the fish- 
eries, the total value of the products of the 

reat industries in 1900 would be $18,000,000 - 
600 and the rapid growth in all lines of 
industry since 1900, especially in manufac- 
turing, seems to justify the conclusion that 
even a single traneaction in all the prod- 
ucts of the country would produce an ag- 
gregate for 1902 of fully $20,000,000,000. 

Estimating the internal commerce of the 
country at former ceneus years by the 
same method. the bureau of — finds 
that the total internal co e has

It will be seen from this that the internal 
commerce seems tc have increase 50 per 
cent in the decade from 1890 to 1900, and is 
10 times as largo in 1903 as in the year 1850. 


Gain Over 


Population. 

In the same period, from 1850 to 1902, the 
population has increased from 23,000,000 to 
79.000,000, and is therefore only three and 
ore-half times as great as in 1850, while 
the internal commerce is ten times as great 
as at that time. This relative gain of in- 
ternal commerce over — —1 is due, 
in part, to the greatly increased facit ies 
for transportation, the cheapening of cost 
of acles utilized and the increased earn- 
ings and increased wealth of the rE 
The railroads have increased from 
miles in 1850 to 201,839 miles in 1902, and the 
estimated wealth of the country from $7,- 
1 in 1850 to 394.800. 000,000 in 1

| been accompanied by an increase in de-

speed proportionate to that of internal 
commerce.

THEY ARE TO BE HERDED 
ON A WISCONSIN RANCH 


Market Will Be Supplied With the 
Meat of the Animals at Fancy 
Prices, as There Is a 
Large Demand. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

KENOSHA, Wis., Feb. 20.—Maj. Gordon 
W. Lillie, President of the Arkansas Valley 
National Bank at Pawnee, O. T., who is 
known throughout the West as ‘Pawnee 
Bill,“ has bought a tract of 500 acres of 
land just west of this city. In the early 
spring he will bring to this city the first 
herd of wild buffalo ever brought east of 
the Mississipp! river. 

Incidentally, Maj. Lille win teach the 
people of the middle west some new things 
in regard to the organiaztion of trusts and 
combines in the livestock world. A million 
dollar buffalo trust is one of the oddest com- 
binations of capital ever formed in this 
time of combination, but Mai. Lillie, 
through the aid of Lloyd F. Nicodemus, has 
managed to bring about such a ccmbina- 
tion and his trust is so securely formed 
that the statistics of the government show 
that the trust has corralled every wild buf- 
falo in the United States and Canada and 
in fact the entire world. 


The monarch of the plains has served 
his time in his original estate and in the 
future it is the purpose of Major Lillie to 
force this great herd of buffalo to assist 


-tirely upon the food eaten, digesting it 


in furnishing the meat supply for great 
cities like Chicago and New York.

All of these will be brought 
to the Kast, where they will be in easy 
touch with the markets of New York and 
Chicago.- In —.— this herd together Maj. 
Lillie has recently -bought the famous 
“Goodnight” herd in Texas and the Alvoid 
herd in Montana. The only animals of the 
race now to be found outside of this herd 
are in the parks of New York, Chicago, 
San Francisco, Yellowstone and Cincinnat! 
In removing his stock from the West 
to the shores of Lake Michigan Maj. 
Alle states that the move is purely a 
business one. The plains of the West 
are no longer a fit place for the home 
of the valued herd. Every year a scourge 
of Texas. fever sweeps 


out. Even at the present time the ani- 
mals are being guarded to prevent the 
return of the fever. Besides this fact 
the Indians have become troublesome 
and a band of soldiers is altogether in- 
sufficient to defend the animals against 
the onslaughts of the Indians. The an- 
nual buffalo feast is one of the estab- 
lished customs of the Indians and they 
would willingly face a full army of sol- 
diers rather than let a year pass with- 
out observing the feast. 

Buffalo meat has never béen a com- 
mercial product in this section of the 
world but in the last few years the meat 
of the animal has become a fad in the 
ultra-fashionable society and fancy 
prices have been offered for even small 
uantities of the meat. During the holi- 
ays just past Maj. Lillie shipped a score 
of butchered buffalo to New York and 
for them he received more than $3 a 
pound. 3

WIFE, BY THE CEREMONY,

Pretty Spectacle at Russian Embassy 
in Washington Is Witnessed by 
Statesmen, Diplomats and Lead- 
ers of Capital Society.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.—M. Alexandre 
Pavloff, the Russian minister to Korea, 
and Mile. Irene des Planques, daughter of 
M. Gabriel des Planques, a leader in the 
Russian financial service who has been the 
guest of Count. Cassini, the Russian am- 
bassador, for several months, were mar- 
ried last night at the embassy, according to 
the quaint custom of the Russian Church. 

The whole lower floor of the embassy 
had been transformed into a bower of 
foliage and flowers. The altar was erected 
at the eastern end of the drawing room 
suite. From the altar to the last partor 
was a vista of 140 feet beautified with 


orange blossoms. 

The ceremony began on the second floor. 
The bride, with her attendants, present- 
ed herself before her parents. Then the 
bridegroom entered and the bride and 
bridegroom knelt before the bride’s mother 
and father and received their blessing. 
The bride then greeted her husband-elect 
and Count Cassini, acting for the father 
of the bridegroom, gave them both the pa- 
ternal blessing.

His investigations in the Baumhoff case 
related particularly to the three young 
women who refused to withdraw their af- 
Ada vits. 

It appears that he summoned each of 
them before him, heard their individual 
statements and took their affidavits. 

He also summoned several employes of 
the sub-treasurer’s office, it is said, to 
Secure statements in the McGrew case.

Mavor Wells has signed the anti-spitting 
ordinance recently passed by the Municipal 
Assembly, and its provisions will be oper- 


ative on March 1. 
This new ordinance is fraught with many 
terrors for persons who expectorate in pub- 


lic places. 

The ordinance virtually makes it a misde- 
meanor to spit anwhere except in a cuspi- 
dor, or in some place where no one can see 
you spit 

It specifies that it shall be considered 
a misdemeanor for any person to spit 
on the floor of a theater, a car, a hall, 
a public building, and on the walls or 
other appurtenances of the same. 

It declares it a misdemeanor to spit 
on the platforms of street cars or steam 
cars or on the steps of street cars or 
the steps of public places or on the side- 
walks or In the public parks. 


Conductors Are

Conductors of street cars as well as po- 
Ncemen and park watchmen and janitors 


are directed by the ordinanée to cause the 
arrest of any person they may see violat- 
ing the law by public expectoration.

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DANGEROUS GRADE CROSSINGS. 


Since the movement for construction of electric railways in 
and out of the city began the Post-Dispatch has demanded leg's- 
lation prohibiting grade crossings in the interest of public safety. 

How murderous such crossings may become is shown by the 
terrible accident at Newark, N. J., described in Thursday's 
Post-Dispatch. At Clifton avenue, Newark, the Delaware, 
Lackawanna & Western steam railway crossed the track of 
the North Jersey Street railway, an electric line, at grade. 
Thursday morning a trolley car crowded with High School pupils 
was run down by a train on the steam road at the crossing. 
Eight or nine children were killed and 15 injured. 

In the case of this crossing, as with several in St. Lou's and 
in the county, it was customary for the conductor of the trol- 
ley car to go ahead and look up and down the steam railway 
track to see if a train was coming. But on this occasion the ice 
on the track made it impossible for the motorman to stop the 
car. All precautions were futile. The crossing was free to do 
its murderous work. 

Had these tracks crossed at different levels, the lives of these 
children would have been saved. A bridge would have cost some 
thousands of dollars; but what of the cost of these lives? 

Sooner or later we shall have a similar accident in St. Louis 
unless the people and the legisiators awake to the danger and 
compel the railway corporations to abo ish grade crossings 
Chicago has taken this step, compelling the elevation of many of 
the steam railroad tracks witnin the city limits. It costs money. 
but it saves life, and once done it is done for all time. How long 
shall St. Louis wait before taking this important step?

AUDUBON SOCIETY’S GAME BILL 


A St. Louis Commission Merchant Ex- 
plains y the Dealers Are Op- 
posed to Its Provisions. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatci. 

In an editorial in your columns yester- 
day reviewing the situation as to new or 
r.eeded game laws, you clam the only op- 
position to this game N 
lature comes from certain short- sig ed 
dealers and pothunters, who look to the 
present rather than the future. 

There is no class that has more interest 
in protecting the game crop of Missouri 
than the commission merchants here hand- 
ling it, and although it has never been 
more than a fraction of their business dur- 
ing the few months each year that game 
is handled, yet they cannot be indifferent 
to the many new laws submitted from time 
‘to time. 

Now we will say that we not only indorse 
good game laws, but go farther than the 
Audubon Society That measure deprives 
every citizen of St. Louis and every other 
town in the state the right to buy any 
game, receive, sell or have in his posses- 
gion, and gives game wardens the right to 
enter or open freezers, ice boxes, lockers 
or similar places they may think birds can 
be found, and seize all such game and 
prosecute the holders or owners of same. 

Yet with such drastic measures we find 
in this same Audubon bill permission to 
every man carrying a gun to roam over 
the state, and on the payment of a few 
dollars for a license shoot everything in 


sight—but he is limited to the killing of 


0 birds every day. 


Even nonresidents for a triffing fee are. 


permitted to enter the state and kill game 


and hence the new measure abolishing this 


bill before the legis- | 


from other states having a legal right te 


be altogether at the mercy of gun clubs, 


or propriety of issuing a license to any- 


feature—in order that they might, as the 
Audubon bill declares, enjoy the trophies 
of the chase.“ That measure resulted in 
practically depriving this market of Mis- 
sourl game last winter and this winter.

MADE FROM S0

Chicago Chemist Makes Good- 
looking Anthracite From 
Bituminous Coal 
Dross. 


CHICAGO, Feb. %.—Dr. J. M. Hirsch. a 
well-known Chicago chemist, has perfected 
& process for cementing soft coa into what 
is practically anthracite, in the shape of 
a briquette. The least valuable part of 
the coal, the dust washed out from the 
Screenings and other waste material, are 
used to make solid chunks of coal, wh ch 
are equal in appearance, in calorife value. 
in freedom from smoke, to the best anthra- 
cite coal. It is the briquette in perfect 
form. Briquettes have been made before. 
They were a'l a mixture of coal dust and 
tar, compressed into ‘bricks. Their ap- 
pearance was inviting. But exposure to 
the fire quickly melted and ignited the tar, 
as it ignites at a lower temperature than 
the coal and burns with the we'l-known 
dense smoke of tar, choking flues and 
blackening pots and kettles alike, so that 
the flues require daily cleaning. Then the 
mass of slack coal, released from the tarry 
binding, naturally fell to pieces, leaving a 
dull, dead fire of dust. 

The new briquette is made in meces of 
irregular shapes and varying sizes, like 
hard coal. 
est possible surface exposure to the air, 
whose oxygen combines with the coal. The 
greater this contact surface is the more 
perfect is the combustion, the less ts the 
chance for the production of smoke. The 
materials used in this manufacture are 
principa'ly coal dust. Some of the other

Abyssinian King Traces His 
Lineage to the Queen 
of Sheba, 


TRADITION ACCOUNTS FOR 
DOUBLE ROYAL LINE 


Pride in His Ancestry Makes African 
Monarch’s Alacrity in Taking Up 
Modern Ideas as a Worthy 
Son of Solomon. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 2.—King Menelik of 
Abyssinia—Menelik II. Victorious Lion of 
the Tribe of Judah, King cf the Kirgs of 
Ethiopia, Lieutenant of God—asrerts that 
he is a direct descendant of Solomon and 
the Queen of Sheba. That fact is pre:ty 
generally known, but the story of how the 


lineage of their sovereign is not. 80 far 
as can be ascertained it has never been 
told in print. 

Dr. Enno Littmann, head of the depart- 
ment of scientific and Indo-Iranian lan- 
guages at Princeton University, has a com- 
Pete account of the tradition—the first, it 
is said, that ever got beyond the vast des- 
ert and lofty mountain confines of Mene- 
lik’s kingdom. He got the story only a 
rhort time ago, through a friend of his, 


it taken down from the mouths of ‘he 
Ethiopians and who sent ſt to the professor 
in manuscript form, written in Tigre, the 
most archaic of the present languages of 
Abyssinia. 

Dr. Littmann has had practically to con- 
struct a grammar of the language, as there 
Was none extant; yet he has succeeded in 
trans ating all but one word of the manu- 
script. The meaning of that word ts, how- 
ever, so indispensable to a scholar'y com- 
prehension of the story that he has sent 
a letter to Abyssinia to find/out about it. 
It will take him three months to get an 
answer, and then he will make an accurate 
German and English translation of the 
manuscript, which will be published by

Story of 

the Tradition. 

Allowing for the single word not yet 
translated, Dr. Littmann has told the story. 
It begins by relating the circumstances 
which made an Abyssinian princess Queen 
of Sheba, tells of her visit to Jeruss em. 
disguised in man's attire, of Solomon's 
shrewdness in detecting the fraud, of the 
queen's clandestine marriage with him, of 
the birth of a son, Menelik, and finally 
of the extraordinary manner in which Sol- 
omon later received the boy in court, ac- 
knowledged him to be his son, and con- 
firmed him in his right to his mother’s 
throne. 

To this Menelik, son of Solomon and the 
Queen of Sheba, Abyseinia’s present ruler 
traces his ancestry back 200 years 
through his grandmother on his father’s 
side. 

The story told in the Princeton manu- 
script, like most others of its kind in ori- 
ental settings, contains numerous mytho- 
logical elements, but is probably true in 
many of its details. At any rate, it is be- 
lleved implicitly by the Abyssinians. The 
source of its inspiration may be found, no 
doubt, in the same spirit which prompted 
Virgil, in his Bneid, to try to establish 
Cesar’s descent from the gods—the spirit in 
which royalty has from time out of mind 
sought to found on divine birthright its 
title to the scepter. 1

MEAT KEPT FOR SEVEN YEARS. 


Grocer Describes a Remarkable Rus- 


sian Method cf Keeping Meat. 


Russlan papers describe a method of preserv- 
Ing meat discovered by Mr. F. T. Schidlovsky, M. 
D. A compound which he has invented ‘s injected 
through the heart to the aorta, so that all the blood 
in the slaughtered animals body is replaced by 
the preservative eolution. This, it may be men- 
tioned, does not contain any dangerous antiseptic 
subetance foreign to the organism. The carcas# 
is divided and packed in tinned iron boxes, and 
it is strewn over slighily with salt. The meat 
thus salted, containing no hein remains soft, 
savory and 8 and keeps for a very long 
time withont ing its qual tes. This meat, we 
are fuformed, nae en tested, and is now in use 
on the ships ot the Russinn fleet. Such tinred 
meat did not deteriorate even during a six months’ 
voyage through the tropics, when the temperature 
at the ship’s stores was over 300 degrees Reau- 
mur (100 degrees Fahrenheit). In the provision 
stores of the port of Kronstadt samples of salted 
meat, after seven years’ keeping, have not lost 
their principal qualities! Such, at any rate, is 
the story which reaches us _ from St. Petersburg.
